Organization of Journal: 
Resources in Education is made up of resumes and indexes. The resumes provide 
descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. Resumes appear in a “Document 
Section” and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with a prefix ED 
(ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an “Index Section” and provide access to the Resumes 
by Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type. 


Availability of Documents: 

The documents cited in Resources in Education, except as noted, are available from the ERIC 
Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), in both microfiche (MF) and paper copy (PC), or 
microfiche only. Availability in microfiche only may be determined by the source, for proprietary 
or copyright reasons, or by ERIC for reasons related to legibility and reproducibility. The price per 
document is based on the number of pages and is subject to change over time. An ERIC Price 
Code Schedule permits the user to convert all price codes to actual dollar amounts. Current price 
information for paper copy and microfiche is to be found in the section entitled “How to Order 
ERIC Documents” in the most recent issue of RIE.

Identifiers — Consortium of States, *National 
Occupational Competency Testing Institute 
Women's opportunities for employment will be 
directly related to their level of skill and experience 
and also to the labor market demands through the 
remainder of the decade. The number of workers 
needed for all major occupational categories is 
expected to increase by about one-fifth between 1990 
and 1999, but the growth rate will vary by 
occupational group.

In 
order for women to take advantage of increased labor 
market demands, employer attitudes toward working 
women need to change and women must: (1) receive 
better career planning and counseling, (2) change 
their career aspirations, and (3) fully utilize the 
sources of legal protection and assistance that are 
available to them.

database pricr to publication of the printed journal 

and therefore is lacking the cover and other regular 
introductory and advertising matter contained in the 
printed journal. The COM edition contains all five 
of the indexes in the printed edition. The first acces- 
sion in each issue of RIE is the issue itself. In this 
way, the monthly microfiche collection for each 
issue is immediately preceded by a microfiche 
index to that collection. This practice began with 
the RIE issue for May 1979. The electronic version

First-year evaluation results of Iowa's Basic 

Skills Certification pilot program were reported for 

the four community colleges participating: North- 

east Iowa, Des Moines Area, Western Iowa Tech, 

and Iowa Western. The pilot sites represented a 

variety of adult basic education instructional envi- 

ronments that included a workforce development 
center, an adult correctional facility, an adult learn- 
ing center, an adult basic education and general 

educational development (ABE/GED) classroom, a 

residential treatment facility, a residential care 

facility, an even start program, and a vocational 

training center. Results included the following: (1) 

a total of 323 basic skills certificates were issued to 

307 adult students; (2) 16 adult students received 

multi-level certificates; (3) a total of 15 percent of 

the basic skills certificates were issued at certifica- 

tion level A; 37 percent at level B; 39 percent at C; 

and 9 percent at level D; (4) the average number of 

instructional hours to earn a basic skills reading cer- 
tificate was 90-112; (5) the average number of 
instructional hours to earn a basic skills mathemat- 
ics certificate was 85-104; (6) the certificates build 


the self-esteem of adult students; (7) the certificates 
effectively benchmark learning gains at both the 
student and program level; (8) the certificates pro- 
vide a common language among educators, employ- 
ers, agencies; and (9) the basic skills certification 
program provides one of the major outcomes mea- 
sures for Iowa's basic literacy skills program. (KC)

adult education component, a household-based data 
collection, provided estimates of adult education 
participation. About 32 percent of adults partici- 
pated in adult education during the prior 12 months 
to the 1991 survey. Adults 25-54 years old, persons 
with a bachelor's degree or higher, and employed 
persons tended to participate at a higher rate. More 
than one-half were female; most were white. Nearly 
60 percent of course taking was to improve or 
advance in a current job—a pattern more evident for 
males than females. Almost 65 percent of course 
taking by employed persons was to improve or 
advance in current jobs; 58.9 percent by those not in 
the labor force was for personal or social reasons; 
and 82 percent by unemployed persons was a 
requirement for a degree or diploma, training for a 
new job, and job improvement or advancement. 
Men were more likely to take courses provided by 
business and industry, women to take courses pro- 
vided by four- or two-year colleges. Labor unions 
and professional associations were among the 
larger providers to persons working in management 
and professional fields. Common sources of finan- 
cial support were the business community or partic- 
ipants. Over 60 percent of all course taking had 
some type of employer involvement. Nonpartici- 
pants were less likely to report barriers to participa- 
tion. Work schedules, meeting times, costs, and 
family responsibilities were among the barriers 
identified.

The arts deserve a place in education, provided 
they are properly taught. Humans need art to make 
their world sensible, find patterns in their experi- 
ences, and gain insights into the future. Art, like 
life, rewards those who grasp new patterns and act 
on their interpretation of reality. A good education 
imparts the ability to recognize patterns and act on 
the resulting information. Economic change and 
increasing economic pressures are threatening the 
funding of many arts education programs. Arts edu- 
cators must, therefore, change their approach to arts 
education and learn to marry the arts and relevant 
workplace know-how. If they are properly taught, 
knowledge of the arts can help equip all students 
with the know-how needed in the 21st century 
workplace. This help can come in at least three 
interrelated forms: (1) experiences in the arts that 


teach skills that can be transferred to the workplace; 
(2) knowledge of the arts that enhances effective 
communication; and (3) an “artful” approach to 
problem solving. The process of integrating impor- 
tant workplace skills into arts education is evident 
in the list of workplace competencies identified by 
the Secretary's Commission on Achieving Neces- 
sary Skills that were successfully incorporated into 
the curriculum of an 8-week theater arts project.

A Canadian study of the school-to-work transi- 
tion followed students enrolled in grade 11 in 1990 
(n=177), 1992 (n=172), and 1994 (n=347) in Seven 
Oaks School Division's three high schools. Based 
largely on questions from the Statistics Canada 
(SC) School Leavers Survey and SC Graduates 
Study (1997), the telephone survey focused on 
these elements: background and demographic vari- 
ables; high school experience; post-high school 
employment and education; skills used in current 
employment, and perceptions of where particular 
skills were acquired.

Gen- 
der differences existed at the high school level on a 
range of outcomes from grades, completion rates, 
and goal setting; gender was not a significant factor 
contributing to postsecondary enrollment and com- 
pletion. Background factors were more important 
predictors of economic and educational outcomes 
than participation in a particular educational pro- 
gram. Males made more money than females, and a 
postsecondary credential was associated with per- 
manent employment and pay satisfaction. Commu- 
nication skills were consistently rated most 
important in current jobs, and working with others 
was rated second most important. On-the-job learn- 
ing and general life experience were viewed as 
important to development of all skill areas more fre- 
quently than were secondary or postsecondary edu- 
cation.

A study was conducted to develop a set of 

instructor standards that describe high-quality 

teaching behavior for adult literacy teachers, pro- 
gram administrators, state staff, and stakeholders.

The raw materials of 
social entrepreneurship include the following: can- 
dor, passion, clarity in mission, commitment, core 
values, customer-driven products and services, 
sound business concepts, a willingness to plan and 
build the right team, have sufficient resources, and 
an ability to improvise. For-profit and nonprofit 
entrepreneurs are different. For-profit entrepre- 
neurs get strength from personal skills and knowl- 
edge, focus on short-term financial gain, have no 
limit on scope of ideas, have profit as an end, and 
pocket or reinvest profit for further profit. Social 
entrepreneurs get strength from collective wisdom 
and experience, focus on long-term capacity, have 
ideas limited by mission, have profit as a means, 
and put profit into serving people. More colleges 
are offering programs or courses focusing on social 
entrepreneurship. (Four Internet resources for 
social entrepreneurs are summarized.)

Ecopreneurs are entrepreneurs whose business 
efforts are not only driven by profit, but also by a 
concern for the environment. Ecopreneurship, also 
known as envir 1 Pp ship and eco- 
capitalism, is becoming more widespread as a new 
market-based approach to identifying opportunities 
for improving environmental quality and capitaliz- 
ing upon them in the private sector for profit. It is 
defined as entrepreneurs using business tools to pre- 
serve open space, develop wildlife habitat, save 
endangered species, and improve environmental 
quality. Most ecop ial end 's begin at the 
local level, addressing a community environmental 
problem or need. An example is the Theodore 
Roosevelt Memorial Ranch, which has a mission to 
foster peaceful and productive coexistence between 
wildlife and ranching. Another example is a Cham- 
ber of Commerce that has set up an operation to 
clean for free the paddlefish local fishermen catch 
in the Yellowstone River in return for the paddlefish 
eggs the fishermen had usually discarded and left to 
rot. Half of the proceeds from sale of the caviar go 
to fund community projects and half go to the state 
for paddlefish research and management. Examples 
of ecopreneurial tourism are the Fossil Rim Wild- 
life Center outside of Dallas, a for-profit corpora- 
tion that provides a sanctuary for endangered 
animals that serve as the main attraction to tourists, 
and state parks that provide rental services and 
mail-order catalogs of novelty items. (Web sites for 
related organizations are summarized.)

The National Association for Industry-Educa- 
tion Cooperation (NAIEC) creates an approach for 
school system improvement that combines the nec- 
essary standards for achieving mileposts of the 
Baldrige Quality Criteria and the International 
Organization of Standardization (ISO) 9000 Stan- 
dards for Education. Together, the Baldrige Criteria 
and ISO Standards meet the requirements for devel- 
oping a high-performance educational system that 
successfully delivers students who have mastered 
state-mandated curriculum and student work stan- 
dards. ISO 9000/Baldrige Criteria provides public 
education with a quality management system that 
achieves measurable quality and continuous 
improvement. A school system that undertakes ISO 
compliance gains many operational benefits plus 
improved efficiency and effectiveness through a 
bottoms-up planning and organizing system. With 
ISO/Baldrige, schools now have a single, cogent, 
understandable, and workable methodology to 
apprise them of their greatest opportunities for sys- 
temic reform. A decade-long effort of industry-edu- 
cation collaboration has succeeded in getting states 
to include two of three elements for school system 
accountability and a total quality assurance system: 
standards and assessment. Quality control, the key- 
stone element, is missing. Quality assurance instills 
an attitude of disciplined caring toward poor results 
in education. NAIEC is uniquely suited to conduct 








the ISO 9000/Baldrige initiative as the nation’s 
principal advocate and resource for fostering indus- 
try-education collaboration. (YLB) 
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The accredited course “Understanding Our Legal 

and Political World” was developed by the Victoria 
Law Foundation after a 1994 national survey into 
awareness of civics in Australia confirmed the need 
for basic political literacy programs at all levels of 
instruction, including adult education. To date, the 
course has been offered by a diverse range of pro- 
viders ranging from correctional institutions in Vic- 
toria to a remote aboriginal community in North 
Queensland. In 1998, a teacher from the Council of 
Adult Education's (CAE's) English as a second lan- 
guage department and a teacher in CAE’s general 
education department began working together to 
increase adult education providers’ access to the 
Australian Electoral Commission's (AEC's) educa- 
tional resources. After providing professional 
development courses for primary and secondary 
teachers for some time, the AEC has now joined 
with the Victoria Law Foundation to provide adult 
educators with professional development activities 
in explaining the constitutional issues surrounding 
the mechanics of Australia's existing referendum 
system and introducing tasks and activities that 
teachers can modify for their respective adult learn- 
ers’ needs. The response to these professional 
development courses for adult educators has pro- 
vided convincing evidence that there is a significant 
place for political literacy activities in AE. (MN) 
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This information sheet provides a summary of 
general observations regarding adult learners. 

Adults from different walks of life may seek out

learning at different times in their lives, for differ- 
ent reasons, and for vastly different purposes. Adult 
learning groups may include students of different 
ages, cultures, and educational and socioeconomic 
backgrounds. Adult education is provided in 
diverse settings for diverse purposes: from commu- 
nity education classes to workplace training. Adults 
seek out learning situations for various reasons, 
including the following: to achieve a predeter- 
mined goal; to fill a gap in education; to explore 
options and make choices; and for personal devel- 
opment, family, social, or community reasons. 
Teachers/trainers in adult education programs must 
become familiar with some of the general theories 
related to adult learning processes and must recog- 
nize and accommodate the reciprocal relationships 
between teaching and learning. A range of theories 
of adult education and learning exist along with a 
corresponding range of teaching methodologies, 
such as the following: traditional (teacher as 
expert); self-actualization (facilitated problem 
solving); humanist (teacher stimulates and sug- 
gests); revolutionary (teachers and learners are 
equal participants); and organizational effective- 
ness (curriculum is determined by organizational 
needs). Most adults have a preferred learning style. 
Adults may be primarily active, reflective, theoriz- 
ing, or experiential learners. Motivation is critical 
to adult learning. Also included are a number of 
reerences for readers requiring further information.

Taiwan's commercial high schools are 3-year 
institutions that students enter after successfully 
passing a rigorous vocational, technical, or com- 
mercial school admission examination. Although 
commercial high schools date from the early days 
of Japanese occupation in 1895, the modern-day 
Chinese commercial high school did not come into 
being until 1945. Unlike technical/vocational 
schools, commercial high schools focus on areas of 
study that are both academic and relevant to the 
world of office work, language, computers, interna- 
tional business, and other commercially important 
areas. Taiwan currently has 106 commercial high 
schools serving 197,000 students. Commercial high 
schools may be set up and run by the government or 
private investors under the direction of a board of 
trustees and the administration of a principal with 
an average of 20 years in public education. Eighty- 
five percent of graduates of commercial high 
schools find immediate employment. As is the case 
in other components of Taiwan's educational sys- 
tem, prolongation of the childhood experience is on 
the agenda of Taiwan's educational authorities. 
Although commercial high schools have always 
played an important role in Taiwan's economic 
development, the issue of how they can make an 
even greater contribution to the nation’s economic 
prosperity has become a major concern.

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A study was conducted of the personal, profes- 
sional, and organizational impact on persons 
receiving a National Fire Academy (NFA) Execu- 
tive Fire Officer Applied Research Program Out- 
standing Research Award. A descriptive research 
methodology was used; a letter was sent to all 25 
Outstanding Research Award recipients asking 
them to identify the personal, professional, and 
organizational impact of receiving their awards. 
Twenty-four award recipients responded, and text 
analysis and thematic analysis were conducted to 
determine the themes among the responses to the 
research questions. The results included 158 themes 
and 17 impacts. Under personal impacts, the three 
most frequently reported were self-confidence, 
pride, and professionalism. For the professional 
impact, professionalism, recognition, and opportu- 
nity were reported. Under organizational type, no 
self-reaction impact was identified; pride was the 
social reaction impact, and reputation was the mate- 
rial consequence impact. The following recommen- 
dations were made: (1) the NFA should publish 
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articles in fire service magazines on the winners and 
their research; (2) a press kit should be developed 
for winners to use with their local media; (3) a letter 
of congratulations should be sent from the President 
of the United States to the winners; and (4) Con- 
gressional letters of congratulations from the win- 
ners’ senators and representatives should be sent to 
the winners in order to enhance the professional 
impact of the reward. (KC)

(Elizabeth Odom). “Bloom's Taxonomy of Six Cog- 

nitive Levels” characterizes six levels of cognitive 

skills: knowledge; comprehension; application; 
analysis; synthesis; and evaluation. “Face to Face in 

a Nightmare: Critical Thinking and Reclaiming” 

(Cynthia Blodgett-McDeavitt) deals with how 

highly educated women learn to relearn after a 

“cognitive event.” (MN) 
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This book offers perspectives for understanding 

adult learners and suggests in practical ways based 

on current development theory how higher educa- 
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tion professionals can work more effectively to 
improve the quality of the educational experience 
for these students. Using the metaphor of a journey, 
the book explores the process of adult learning in 
higher education in nine chapters. Chapter | begins 
the process with information about adult develop- 
ment, and chapter 2 introduces the idea of the 
mythic journey as a way of making sense of life's 
changes. Chapter 2 also includes a discussion of 
some principles of teaching embodied in the story 
and ends with a real-life journey tale. Three detailed 
vignettes, each highlighting a major current theory 
of adult development, form the basis of chapter 3, 
which explains each of the theories. Chapter 4 fol- 
lows several teachers and their adult students on 
their journeys, and chapter 5, the central chapter, 
discusses the meaning of the transformations that 
can take place in adult education in light of develop- 
ment theory. Chapter 6 draws the reader into the 
struggles of the teacher and students as they grapple 
with new forms of “truth” and “reality.” Chapter 7 
examines what helps or hinders personal growth, 
and chapter 8 shows how mentors in education pro- 
vide support, challenge, and vision for their prote- 
gees. Chapter 9 offers a final cautionary tale and 
discusses some of the limitations and dangers of 
mentoring. It concludes with a summary of the 
author's educational convictions: that education is 
care, and mentors do matter. The book contains 170 
references. (KC) 
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These two booklets are products of the Bell South 
Foundation’s teacher internship program, which 
awarded 2-year grants to 8 school districts to 
immerse teachers in workplace experiences, 
enhance their understanding of workplace 
demands, and thereby improve their teaching. The 
first booklet focuses on the importance of placing 
equal emphasis on the actual onsite teacher experi- 
ence and pre- and post-experience planning.

A survey of a random sample of 6,000 registered 
nurses who were members of the Royal College of 
Nursing explored views on issues related to work- 
ing as a nurse and having a career in nursing. Recent 
policy documents highlighted the high value the 
government placed on the role of nurses. Results 
indicated there were clear gender differences with 
respect to area of work, with men more often found 
in mental health and only females in general prac- 
tice nursing; “greying” (meaning the advancing 
mean age of those in the nursing progression) of the 
work force continued; and the percentage employed 
in National Health Service (NHS) nursing 
decreased. Nineteen percent of NHS nurses had 
changed jobs or stopped working in the past 12 
months, with over half of those leaving for jobs in 
non-NHS nursing. Nurses reported better pay was 
the most important factor that would encourage 
them to stay in nursing. Fifty-nine percent worked 
more than their contracted hours; nurses with the 
highest stress factor scores were those who worked 
excess hours every shift. Regardless of the ways 
respondents were grouped, all groups were dissatis- 
fied with their pay; nearly all reported high levels of 
dissatisfaction. Nurses had spent an average of 83 
hours in continuing professional development 
(CPD) over the last 12 months; nurses who worked 
in nursing homes/residential care were likely to 
report no help by employers for CPD activities. For 
both NHS and non-NHS nurses, career satisfaction 
and intention to leave nursing as well as commit- 
ment and leaving intentions were related. (Appen- 
dixes contain survey information and scale items, 
and 19 references.)

and industry providers, 4,846 learners, 774 instruc- 
tional service providers, and 753 state agencies and 
public service providers to rate how critical 55 com- 
petencies are to an adult's ability to function in soci- 
ety and the workplace.

As American society has changed from the indus- 
trial age to the information age to the knowledge/ 
imagination age, the notion of a comprehensive 
high school in its originally envisioned form has 
again become a high priority.

Globalization of the economy and rapid techno- 
logical innovation challenge today's work force to 
prepare for continuous change. In response to a 
strong mandate from their membership, labor 
unions have formed partnerships to deliver the nec- 
essary worker education.

Many studies have verified that education beyond 
high school results in higher earnings. The highest 
earnings benefits depend upon certification or 
degree achievement. Not obtaining a degree results 
in some penalty: individuals who have some college 
credit but no degree earn less than associate degree 
holders.

These four issues of “Aligning,” a newsletter-like 
publication of the Colorado School-to-Career Part- 
nership and Partnerships for Educating Colorado 
Students, provide information about various facets 
of the school-to-work program in the state. One of 
the four-page issues highlights the connection 
between the work of the Colorado Education Goals 
Panel and the School-to-Career Partnership to revi- 
talize and renew Colorado's education system, and 
provides tips for parents and families, students, 
businesses and employers, and educators to get 
involved in the Partnership. Another issue focuses 
on the arts and the benefits of using arts exposure 
and education to develop workplace competencies. 


Listings of Colorado arts resources, 301 possible 
careers in the arts, and school-to-career arts 
projects are included. A third issue explores the link 
between service learning and school-to-career, 
including the benefits of connecting the two educa- 
tional strategies and suggested methods of incorpo- 
rating school-to-career and service learning in 
various courses. The fourth issue links school-to- 
career and vocational rehabilitation, showing how 
this alliance can improve post-school employment 
outcomes for students with disabilities. All four 
issues provide lists of contacts for further informa- 
tion.

In Finland, industrial visits have been the most 
common method of enterprise (entrepreneurship) 
education. For example, in 1990, more than 40 per- 
cent of Finnish companies acted as hosts for stu- 
dents and teachers. There is a need to make these 
visits more meaningful and active. Other recent 
practices in Finland are to include work experience 
in lower secondary school and to include it in pri- 
mary and upper secondary levels. The reasons for 
enterprise education are societal, vocational, 
behavioral, and educational. The development and 
implementation of educational policy supporting 
enterprise education started with seven projects 
started by the National Board of Education in 1993. 
The idea of partnering projects between schools and 
companies is a good one, but a national model 
might not be practical. Instead, a national focus on 
enterprise education and dedication to developing 
that concept throughout the country are needed.

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This paper looks systematically at the experi- 
ences of two demonstration projects, Plain Talk and 
Community Change for Youth Development 
(CCYD), and discusses their attempts to implement 
resident involvement strategies. Chapter 1 is an 
introduction. Chapter 2 provides a brief overview of 
the two demonstration projects that indicates all 
sites in both projects experienced similar develop- 
mental phases in relation to resident involvement as 
they moved from planning to start-up to fuller 
implementation, although the projects differ in their 
goals and scope. Chapter 3 examines the following: 
the roles residents played during the planning phase 
and their relationships with site staff; how and why 
these roles and relationships changed and became a 
great deal more challenging and uncertain during 
initial program implementation; the strategies that 
sites used to overcome these challenges; and the 
range of roles that residents adopted as implementa- 
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tion progressed. The last chapter offers lessons 
from the Plain Talk and CCYD experiences and 
explores implications of these lessons for practitio- 
ners, program designers, and policymakers. (YLB)

Recent research and policy documents on indige- 

nous Australians’ development needs and aspira- 
tions were reviewed to determine their impact on 
current developments in vocational education and 
training (VET) research and policy. Special atten- 
tion was paid to the work of indigenous community- 
controlled organizations in areas such the follow- 
ing: land; health; housing; employment; economic 
development; community development; cultural 
maintenance and revival; law and justice; and local, 
community, and regional self-government and self- 
determination. Among the review's main conclu- 
sions were the following: (1) current policy settings 
and research on the educational needs of indigenous 
Australians have been overly influenced by human 
capital theory and economic rationalist policy; (2) 
an alternative approach to VET research and provi- 
sion for indigenous communities and development 
of alternative pathways to indigenous development 
are needed; (3) Aboriginal poverty is due not to 
people's deficits in “human capital” but rather to the 
lack of public or private sector support for alterna- 
tive indigenous forms of economic and social orga- 
nization; and (4) national VET policies and 
research should be refocused to reflect the special 
role that independent Aboriginal community-con- 
trolled organizations play in facilitating Aboriginal 
peoples’ social and economic objectives. (The 
report contains 53 references.

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Anecdotal and conceptual research on assessor 
training programs in Australia since 1990 was 
reviewed to determine research priorities for the 
next 3 years and to identify the research's implica- 
tions for policymakers and practitioners concerned 
with training assessors for three settings: formal 
training, workplace training, and human resource 
management. Special attention was paid to the con- 
tent and value of assessor training and organiza- 
tions and individuals involved in assessor training. 
Areas identified as requiring further investigation 
included the following: range and characteristics of 
existing assessor training courses; impact of asses- 
sor training on assessment behaviors and quality of 
judgment; impact of assessor training on individu- 
als being assessed in terms of learning, motivation, 
and feedback; impact of assessor training on enter- 
prise productivity; and validity and reliability of 
research assessment approaches. Recommenda- 
tions for policymakers and practitioners included 
the following: (1) include interpersonal skills in 
assessor standards; (2) tighten accreditation proce- 
dures to ensure that all assessment competencies 
are covered, that assessor trainers are qualified, and 
that the assessment process is rigorous and includes 
on-the-job components; (3) provide for ongoing 
auditing of assessor training courses; (4) promote 
specialist units more aggressively; (5) ensure that 
all assessors (including Technical and Further Edu- 
cation lecturers) are qualified assessors; and (6) 
establish a national register of assessors.

The history and current state of evaluation of 

vocational education and training (VET) in Austra- 

lia was examined. The study's main conclusion was 
that, despite its important potential, evaluation has 
thus far been little used for the improvement of VET 
in Australia. Other conclusions of the study were as 
follows: (1) little development of evaluation theory 
has occurred over the past few decades; (2) during 

the past 5 years, only 98 evaluations of VET and 4 

evaluations of workplace training were published; 

(3) according to a recent survey of industry, only 

48% of worksites formally evaluated any training 

delivered in the past year; (4) most of the informa- 

tion being sought by Technical and Further Educa- 
tion (TAFE) agencies requires routine processing of 

data already held on TAFE's computer systems; (5) 

because of its relative ease and inexpensiveness, the 

performance indicators approach has replaced tra- 
ditional course evaluation approaches in most areas 

of formal VET in Australia and overseas; and (6) 

three issues affecting the current state of evaluation 

of VET in Australia are little or no theory base, little 
policy focus, and little evaluation of “big” issues.

Existing research on vocational education and 

training (VET) for entry-level employment in Aus- 

tralia was reviewed. According to the review, 
research on entry-level VET has enhanced knowl- 
edge related to the following: competence requiring 
knowledge and understanding as well as perfor- 
mance; graded standards-based assessment; prob- 
lems of policy implementation; and unforeseen 
consequences or practical limitations of existing 
policies.

standards-based assessment; and factors affecting 
transfer of knowledge and skill. The following 
types of data were deemed necessary in the interests 
of more soundly based policymaking: regularly col- 
lected (preferably annually) data on the employ- 
ment, educational, and training activities of young 
people in the first 5 years out from compulsory 
schooling; data on private providers of entry-level 
training; and equity data on all groups of disadvan- 
taged participants in entry-level training.

Selected conclusions of 
the review are as follows: (1) flexible delivery strat- 
egies are valuable in facilitating access to voca- 
tional education and training (VET) by

sions between economic and efficiency objectives 
in VET provision. According to the review, the fol- 
lowing types of research are needed: studies of the 
application of adult learning principles; research on 
the learning benefits and outcomes of alternative 
delivery strategies; longitudinal studies of the 
change process; and ongoing statistical monitoring 
of delivery mode and productivity outcomes.

Research on changes and issues in workplace 

learning in Australia over the past 6 years was

Research examining issues of training provision 

for public and private training providers in Austra- 
lia over the past 6 years was reviewed.

Three factors responsi- 
ble for growing interest in QA were identified: close 
connections with industry sectors that have gained 
from the introduction of QA measures; the more 
competitive training market that has been increas- 
ingly encouraged by governments in Australia; and 
increasing community demand for quality as course 
fees increase. According to two substantial studies 
of QA systems in selected organizations for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the introduction of QA systems 
into the VET sector, the following types of QA pro- 
grams may be relevant to VET: total quality man- 
agement; QA based on international standards; 
quality matrix; best practice and benchmarking; 
and self-managed teams. The available research 
suggests that the following issues must be 
addressed in implementation of QA in the VET sec- 
tor: personnel requirements; proper planning pro- 
cesses; staff development programs; industry 
relations and human resources management issues;

of bottom-line profit; and (6) CBA models address- 
ing variables of interest to enterprises are needed.

Research since 1990 on vocational education and 

training (VET) and small business was reviewed. 
Special attention was paid to the research that has 
been conducted in the following categories identi- 
fied in the Australian National Training Authority 
(ANTA) Small Business Policy Framework: con- 
text; role of government; approach to training; 
research into delivery models suitable for small 
business; information and networks; credibility and 
quality of training; and equity. Selected findings of

bodies are responsible for this promotion and how it 
is to be accomplished are never answered clearly;

Non-metropolitan Australia is diverse in terms of 
population density, educational experiences of the 
population, and the occupations and industries it 
supports. Rural adults are less likely to have post- 
school qualifications and work in manufacturing, 
property and business services, or finance and 
insurance. They are more likely to be older, have 
left school early, be unemployed, work in small 
business, be laborers, and work in agriculture, for- 
estry and fishing, mining, construction, or tourism. 
Training outcome issues include lower participa- 
tion by those with lower educational levels and a 
preference for informal learning and nonformal 
education. The following factors may contribute to 
differences in participation rates: access, equity, 
and participation issues concern previous educa- 
tional experience; travel cost and distance; avail- 
ability of work placements; access to information 
and communications technology; relevance of 
training; and marketing of vocational education and 
training (VET). Among the issues related to curric- 
ulum, delivery, and assessment are the following: 
programs tailored to the needs of rural and remote 
clients; methods of training brokerage between 
local communities and enterprises and training pro- 
viders; needs for training beyond areas represented 
by local employment; the need for flexible yet 
effective alternatives for delivering VET to small, 
scattered client groups; staff development, support, 
and retention in remote areas; and appropriate per- 
formance measures for VET in rural and remote 
Australia. Seven issues identified for VET in non- 
metropolitan Australia and further research ques- 
tions related to each issue have been identified.

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Empirical evidence is insufficient to support or 
refute claims that increased competition in the 
training market in Australia will produce the bene- 
fits proponents claim or the severe drawbacks upon 
which opponents speculate. Research about 
strengthening demand suggests competitive pro- 
cesses would be feasible in most areas. Research is 
conclusive about the need for much better informa- 
tion for the effective operation of the training mar- 
ket, but is limited on the role of intermediaries. The 
literature on increasing the responsiveness of sup- 
ply in the training market suggests a range of 
reforms aimed at promoting a more direct customer/ 
training provider relationship, and greater devolu- 
tion of responsibility and accountability for training 
decisions to the actual point of delivery is needed to 
improve market operation. Economists disagree 
about the degree to which governments, employers, 
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or individuals should meet training costs. There is 
widespread agreement that training is a shared 
responsibility between employers and employees, 
but significant differences exist about the role of 
governments in investing in training. Research on 
the role of technical and further education (TAFE) 
in a competitive training market consistently points 
to the need to allow TAFE to compete on a level 
playing field with private training providers. The 
predominant theme in the literature regarding regu- 
lation is the need for greater simplicity, flexibility, 
and accountability at the interface between provider 
and client in administrative and regulatory reforms 
in the training market.

A study proposed measures of equity for women 

for incorporation into major national processes for 
performance measurement. Data sources were as 
follows: interviews with 77 people from all state 
and territory vocational education and training 
(VET) systems, Australian National Training 
Authority, National Center for Vocational Educa- 
tion Research, and the community; documents from 
interviewees; and literature on performance mea- 
surement and measurement of equity for women. 
Findings indicated the following: measures of 
women's equity must reflect the shift in program 
budgeting to performance budgeting and the 
increasing importance of performance measure- 
ment; six performance measures in the national 
VET system have been approved; and a proposed 
performance measurement framework for VET is 
conceptually weak for women because it relies 
heavily on measures that can be derived from VET 
census data. Among findings dealing with measure- 
ment of equity for women were a highly variable 
policy interest in the question of equity for women 
at state and territory level. Most use was probably 
made of VET statistics to measure equity for 
women at provider level. Analysis of the National 
Women's VET Strategy with six outcomes and indi- 
cators to measure them indicated the following: no 
benchmarks against which to measure improve- 
ment; indicators that would not measure the stated 
outcome; too many or repetitive indicators for some 
outcomes; and measurement focus on activity, not 
output. Proposals for the future included principles 
to guide measurement of equity for women in VET 
and measures for the short term.

A study examined processes of state training 

authorities, group training companies (GTCs), 
training colleges, and employers to ensure that 
apprentices/trainees (A/Ts) who are suspended or 
terminated due to lack of work have access to on- 
the-job training. Data on apprenticeship and train- 
eeship commencements and cancellations were col- 
lected from national training statistics and face-to- 
face and telephone interviews with participants 
from Victoria, South Australia, and Queensland. 
State processes required employers who consider 
displacing an A/T for reasons of economic hardship 
or work shortages to find another employer or con- 
tact the training officer. GTCs played an increas- 
ingly greater part in employment of A/Ts; almost 
half found third- and fourth-year A/Ts hard to place 
due to high cost; and they used various strategies to 
keep A/Ts in work. In a few instances, colleges 
experienced major problems in accessing work 
experience or vocational placements. In rare 
instances of displacement, colleges usually allowed 
A/Ts to continue formal training. Companies 
believed in apprentice training to avert future skill 
shortages; few had displaced an A/T because of 
work shortages or economic hardship; very few cur- 
rently or previously employed A/Ts who had 
reported disabilities, had Aboriginal and Torres 
Strait Islander backgrounds, did not speak English, 
or were female. Findings pointed to five strategies 
to expand numbers and improve training of skilled 
workers. (A glossary precedes the report. Appen- 
dixes include participants, interview questions, and 
industry case studies.)

Australia’s new national vocational education 

and training (VET) research and evaluation (R&E) 

strategy is underpinned by the goal of improving 

the VET systems and must accommodate the needs 
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of all the different stakeholders in the VET sector. It 
focuses on research applied in nature, consolidating 
and advancing knowledge, and on evaluation work 
directed at the judgment of merit. The following 
key priority areas have been identified for the 
national R&E strategy: economic and social impli- 
cations of VET; employment and the workforce; 
pathways from school to work; outcomes of the 
VET sector; the quality of provision of VET; and 
future issues affecting the VET sector. To make the 
national R&E program more useful, each project or 
activity funded through the strategy is designed to 
have a utilization plan that would be developed as 
part of the project brief. The range of dissemination 
methods available to the strategy is as follows: 
reports; journal articles in refereed or nonrefereed 
journals and books; articles; workshops, confer- 
ences, roadshows, and briefings; databases; net- 
works of stakeholder or interest groups; existing 
and new publications; better use of technology, 
including the World Wide Web; and establishment 
and maintenance of a VET sector hotline. The 
national strategy involves the following: a series of 
priority studies; a program of leading edge or 
visionary research; consolidation and short-term 
studies; awards, scholarships, fellowships, and net- 
works of VET researchers; and an annual work 
plan.

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Designed to provide a better understanding of 

how Industry Training Advisory Bodies (ITABs) 

operate, a study showed whether current arrange- 
ments, incentives, and structures are conducive to 

ITABs always working in the best interests of their 

constituents: employers. Semi-structured inter- 

views were conducted with chief executive officers 

(CEOs) of 23 state and national ITABs in 5 industry 

sectors: electrical and electronics, finance and busi- 

ness services, light manufacturing, hospitality and 
tourism, and retail and wholesale trade. Findings 

indicated the following: typically, ITABs had only a 

limited amount of direct contact with individual 

employers; most CEOs agreed employers were 
likely unaware of ITABs' operations but did not 
think that diverting resources to self-promotion 
would be a sensible use of resources; benefits were 
improved information advice and training out- 
comes, increased awareness about training, and 
enhanced industry voice; and problems were 
resource constraints, government demands, and 
inappropriate industry coverage. A telephone sur- 
vey of 293 firms drawn from the telephone book 
assessed employers’ perceptions of ITABs. Find- 
ings indicated reasonably high levels of awareness 
about ITABs and satisfaction with ITAB perfor- 
mance. The role firms expect ITABs to play was dif- 
ferent from the role ITABs see themselves as 
having. The conclusion was that ITABs' depen- 
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dency on governments for funds had created a situa- 
tion where ITABs are more responsive to the 
demands of government than those of employers.

In vocational education and training (VET), user 

choice is a means of achieving a more client- 
responsive training system by allowing clients to 
have greater choice over how their training needs 
are met. Funding arrangements linked in some 
direct way to the expressed demands of individual 
clients are essential for effective operation of a user 
choice arrangement. Australia's Statement of User 
Choice Policy adds three essential elements to meet 
the user choice objective: significantly greater mar- 
ket power for individual clients to negotiate their 
training needs, increased responsiveness on the 
supply side of the training market; and compatibil- 
ity of user choice outcomes with public expenditure 
constraints and the efficient use of resources. The 
Australian National Training Authority Board 
report has set out the general steps for employers, 
apprentices, and trainees to participate in user 
choice, and identified three components: a training 
package, training program, and training agreement. 
Findings from evaluation of 54 user choice pilot 
projects indicate the following: training outcomes 
were much richer than anticipated; many employers 
stressed the importance of selecting the right train-

Changes in work and the workplace are trans- 
forming the kinds of knowledge, skills, and atti- 
tudes needed for successful work performance. 
Educators and school reformers are updating cur- 
ricula and redesigning school programs to ensure 
that, in addition to academics, young people have 
opportunities to learn work-related skills and atti- 
tudes. A situative study of workplace skills that 
included case studies of students involved in build- 
ing a transportation system and caring for patients 
at home demonstrated how worksite observation 
experiences enable students to learn needed job 
skills, “generic” skills, and work-related disposi- 
tions within the context of specific work cultures. 
The case studies demonstrated how skills become 
multi-dimensional when learned within the context 
of actual work and how contextualized learning 
promotes the ability to use information drawn from 
a range of academic disciplines to perform tasks 
and solve unique problems.

tional mathematics (FM) benefits all students, 

regardless of career goals, by providing a strong 
background for students entering the workforce and 
for those moving directly into postsecondary educa- 
tion. A high school curriculum that helps all stu- 
dents master FM would effectively address issues of 
both equity and competitiveness. All students 
would have equal opportunity to master the mathe- 
matics required for the new world of work. To 
achieve its goal of preparing students both for work 
and for further education, FM respects the many 
parts of the traditional curriculum that are broadly 
useful, while including topics such as spreadsheets, 
data analysis, and statistical quality control that are 
hardly ever part of high school mathematics. In FM, 
utility is center stage. The elements of FM can be 
embedded in many different curricula, but any 
mathematics curriculum designed on functional 
grounds emphasizes authentic applications from 
everyday life and work. It requires appropriate con- 
tent, authentic contexts, engaging tasks, and active 
learning. FM provides a rich foundation of experi- 
ence and examples on which students can build sub- 
sequent abstractions and_ generalizations. It 
addresses many needs that are otherwise often 
neglected, including the technical and problem- 
solving needs of the contemporary workforce or the 
modern demands of active citizenship.

It points out how children 
can experience life vicariously through good litera- 
ture; how good literature can aid a child in making 
good choices in life; how children's literature pro- 
vides avenues for relaxation and recreation; how 
reading children's literature can be a guidance 
resource; how children can become knowledgeable 
about different careers; how children's literature 
provides a springboard for creative thinking activi- 
ties on the part of pupils; and how children's litera- 
ture may be directly related to social studies, 
science, mathematics, the language arts, art, music, 
and physical education. It lists 10 guidelines for the 
teacher to assess his/her achievement in guiding 
optimal pupil achievement in children's literature. 
The paper discusses the evaluation of pupil progress 
in children's literature. It concludes by pointing out 
that pupils individually select and sequence their 
progress and achievement when choosing their own 
library books.

Few teachers set objectives for pupils to achieve 
when reading across the curriculum is imple- 
mented. Teachers in academic disciplines need to 
participate in staff development programs or inser- 
vice teacher education to be instructors of reading. 
Skills emphasized in staff development need to be 
tried out in the classroom and feedback should be 
secured to make necessary modifications in teach- 
ing. What to emphasize and how to make reading 
enjoyable by developing background information 
directly related to what will be read are important, 
as are readiness activities.

Pupils individually/cooperatively may undertake 
follow up activities (based on subject matter com- 
prehended), such as: make a collage; develop a 
model; engage in construction activities; dramatize 
selected situations; make a vocabulary game; take 
part in a debate; and summarize ideas using a per- 
sonal computer. Reading subject matter involves 
comprehending the vital facts, concepts, and gener- 
alizations.

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This paper urges primary grade teachers to be 
certain that pupils are off to a good start in reading. 
A fundamental goal of beginning reading instruc- 
tion should be to move each child toward the under- 
standing that readers reconstruct texts by using 
multiple strategies to interpret the language 
encoded in print and, at the same time, to make it 
possible for the child to do this by providing infor- 
mation that will enable construction of appropriate 
strategies. It considers the ways a teacher can stim- 
ulate young children to read, such as using experi- 
ence charts in class; using the Guided Listening 
Thinking activity to choose a library (picture) book 
to read; or using the shared book (Big Book) experi- 
ence. According to the paper, phonics should not be 
taught for its own sake but rather to assist learners 
to unlock unknown words. The paper suggests word 
banks for young readers and storybook time every 
day when the teacher reads orally to the pupils. The 
paper also recommends sustained silent reading as 
offering a positive model for reading. It cautions 
that the primary grade reading teacher needs to have 
all pupils experience initial successes with contin- 
ual optimal progress emphasized for each child.

The state-by-state comparisons of results on the 
1998 National Assessment of Educational Progress 
(NAEP) present the literacy community with some 
good news and a bit of a puzzle: scores have 
improved, but the results cannot provide answers as 
to why one grade or state is doing better or worse 
than in the past. State-by-state results show that 
Colorado, Connecticut, Kentucky, Maryland, South 
Carolina, Virginia, and Washington were among the 
states that made statistically significant gains from 
1994 to 1998. Many experts questioned suggestions 
that states with strong standards movements 
improved, noting that standards have not been in 
place long enough. Comparisons across states are 
also dangerous in that data cannot be used to sug- 
gest specific reading instruction strategies unless 
the populations from state to state are homogeneous 
and similar in terms of numerous socioeconomic 
factors. Poverty has more to do with test scores than 
anything else. Urban high poverty states tend to do 
less well. Montana, which scored right behind Con- 
necticut, has excellent public schools but also a sta- 
ble student population that speaks English and 
comes from families tuned into the majority system 
of education. Although results of the NAEP are 
heartening, Americans have much to do in their 
quest to be a nation of educated people.

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This paper presents numerous approaches that 
teachers may use to help pupils deal with difficul- 
ties in reading comprehension in mathematics.

Considering the debate in reading instruction 
between whole language and phonics, this paper 
suggests personalizing the teaching of reading 
using both methods of reading instruction. It gives 
two examples of how personalized units of reading 
instruction were used. The paper suggests giving 
pupils ample opportunities to choose and read a 
library book of personal choice. Suggesting the use 
of “Big Books” to be read and discussed together in 
the classroom, it lists 5 features that make for per- 
sonalized reading with the Big Book approach. The 
paper lists 5 ways that the basal reading approach 
may become more personalized for pupils. Next, it 
mentions 5 things teachers need to consider when 
dealing with one-on-one instruction in the class- 
room. The paper concludes that pupils need to 
become good readers so that a wholesome self-con- 
cept may evolve and utilitarian needs are met 
through reading proficiently in school and in soci- 
ety.

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This paper states that today's newspaper and edu- 
cational journal articles complain that only half the 
school population can read on grade level.

Today, contrary to Euclid’s view of things as they 
are, people are told that the whole is greater than the 
sum of its parts. Nowhere apparently has the con- 
cept of the whole been ignored more than in the 
teaching of reading. The “see and say” (holistic) 
approach, introduced in the early fifties, still domi- 
nates the classroom. Readers and workbooks 
present selected whole words as equal to or the 
same as the sum of its parts accompanied by color- 
ful illustrations for memorizing by repetition in 
contexts.

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This report summarizes findings from two 

national opinion surveys that looked at issues sur- 
rounding parental involvement in schools. One sur- 
vey assessed the views of 1,000 public school 
teachers; the other examined the views of 1,220 par- 
ents of children currently in public school. The 
focus of the survey was to find out what parents and 
teachers believed to be the core elements of parental 
involvement. The document is organized around the

unanimous state supreme court decision in 1997

grant. The paper explores the recapture provision of

report then turns to the controversy generated by the 
new spending plan and how citizens of the wealthier 
towns in the state have protested against the plan.

A statewide 
property tax as a possible solution to the contro- 
versy is being explored by some as a solution to 
many problems, such as those presented by commu- 
nities that circumvent the recapture provision in the 
law.

This report identifies the resources needed to 
help Maine's children achieve high academic stan- 
dards. It outlines recommendations for improving 
equal opportunity through equitable distribution of 
resources. The document, prepared by the Essential 
Programs and Service Committee of Maine's State 
Board of Education, addresses the Legislature's 
charge to develop a plan for funding essential pro- 
grams and services, specifically the 1995 Learning 
Results program. The committee began its work in 
1996 and examined information on current prac- 
tices in Maine's schools, collected evidence from 
existing or proposed models, reviewed the national 
literature on school resources and performance, and 
called for expert testimony from persons who had 
special knowledge of equity funding. Key compo- 
nents of the committee's recommendations were 
that most of the funding identified should be made 
available without any requirements regarding how 


the funds are spent, and that this decision be left to 
the local school districts. With three exceptions— 
early childhood development, technology, and stu- 
dent assessments—the committee did not prescribe 
how resources should be used at the local level. The 
committee recommended that accountability be 
built into the funding system. (Eight appendices 
offer information on committee membership and 
other matters.

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This paper explores the opinions of teachers and 
principals in Bolu, Turkey, with regard to the orga- 
nizational health of their schools. It outlines an 
organizational inventory to determine each school's 
health profile and examines whether teachers’ opin- 
ions of the organizational health of their schools are 
affected by teachers’ gender, branch, job experi- 
ence, working years at the same schools, and level 
of education. Following a pilot study, an organiza- 
tional health inventory was developed across five 
dimensions: organizational leadership, organiza- 
tional integrity, environmental interaction, organi- 
zational identity, and organizational product. The 
inventory was then distributed to 810 teachers and 
administrators; 485 questionnaires were returned 
and used for data analysis. The results revealed a 
significant difference between the opinions of 
teachers and administrators as they relate to organi- 
zational leadership, organizational integrity, inter- 
nal and external interaction, and organizational 
products. However, there was no significant differ- 
ence between the two groups on organizational 
identity. An important finding was the difference in 
opinions regarding organizational health. It sug- 
gests that administrators can look at the organiza- 
tional health profile of their schools to obtain clues 
on problems and matters requiring change. It is rec- 
ommended that schools with low health scores 
develop improvement plans.

The rationale behind SBB includes the find- 
ing that decentralizing four key resources (power, 
information, knowledge, and rewards) can enhance 
organizational effectiveness and productivity.

Recent 
studies paint a complex picture of SBB's promise 
and pitfalls.

Even so, other studies demon- 
strated that SBB provided no impetus for schools to 
do business differently and equity remained a prob- 
lem. The digest suggests that clarity is needed about 
SBB's purpose and goal, and it cautions that only a 
weak link between SBB and school-based manage- 
ment has been found.

nerships; and (4) continued State Library 
leadership, programs and services. LSTA goals for 

Iowa are: (1) to provide all Iowans with expanded 

access to information and materials through the 

State of Iowa Libraries Online (SILO) network; (2) 

to improve library service to Iowans through knowl- 

edgeable, well-trained staff and well-informed pub- 
lic library trustees and library users; (3) to meet 

Iowans’ increasing demand for information and 

library services by identifying and encouraging 

resource sharing and partnerships; and (4) to pro- 
vide state level leadership and services to accom- 
plish the LSTA Five-Year Plan. Also described are 
procedures to carry out the activities; methodology 
that the state library administrative agency will use 
to evaluate the success of the activities in meeting 
the goals and priorities; the plan for expenditure of 

4% allowed for State library agency administrative 

cost; procedures that will be used to involve librar- 

ies and library users throughout the state in policy 
decisions regarding implementation of the plan; and

Arkansas families, and establishes, using conserva- 

tive economic assumptions, an annual Family 

Income Standard (FIS) for the state and each of its 
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counties. The FIS is a new tool to be used by citi- 
zens, state and local policy makers, civic organiza- 
tions, non-profits, and parents as they look to 
improve the economic well-being of their commu- 
nities. The components of the standard include the 
essential living expenses of families with children, 
such as: (1) child care; (2) food; (3) housing and 
utilities; (4) transportation; (5) health care; (6) 
clothing and miscellaneous items; and (7) taxes.

This annual report details the activities of the 
Foundation for Child Development (FCD) for 1998- 
99. Beginning the report is a discussion of the his- 
tory and mission of the foundation, its funding pri- 
orities, and application procedures. The report lists 
the members of the Council, Board of Directors, 
Officers, and staff. The joint statement of the chair, 
Barbara Paul Robinson, and the president, Ruby 
Takanishi, highlights the historic background of the 
100 year old foundation and its evolution from a 
direct-service agency to a strategic philanthropy. 
The statement also discusses future plans to support 
efforts to reframe a social covenant regarding the 
care and responsibility of children and to continue 
attention to children of working poor families, 
accessibility to quality health care and early educa- 
tion/care programs, and joint efforts with other sec- 
tors of society, including labor unions, the business 
community, and parents themselves to place chil- 
dren and family issues higher on the public agenda. 
The remainder of the annual report delineates the 
research, policy, service/program development, dis- 
cretionary, and Anne K. Belding Memorial Fund 
grants awarded in 1998-99. Foundation-sponsored 
publications are listed. The independent auditor's 
report detailing the financial position of the founda- 
tion and the schedule of investments completes the 
annual report.

Noting that many Latino parents have questions 

about parent participation in their children’s educa- 
tion and how to go about getting involved, this 
Spanish-language early childhood digest answers 
some of those questions by providing suggestions 
for ways parents can involve themselves in a child's 
education both at school and at home. Following a 
brief explanation of what schools in the United 
States expect of parents, the digest offers sugges- 
tions for how to help a child's education at home, 
such as ways to make sure children are healthy and 
well-rested, ways to encourage early language 
skills, ways to provide a good learning environ- 
ment, and ways to share parents’ expectations. Next, 
the digest offers suggestions for helping a child's 
education at school, such as using translators, get- 
ting to know the child's teacher, attending parent- 
teacher conferences, and learning about school 
rules and school programs. Finally, the digest offers 
suggestions for addressing problems with the 
school, such as being persistent, using the district's 
appeal process, and talking with parents and advo- 
cates outside the school.

Little is known of children's knowledge of text 
search processes and the role of metacognition. 
This study examined middle school students’ 
knowledge of text search strategies and the correla- 
tion between metacognitive awareness and search 
efficiency. Sixty-nine students in sixth, seventh, and 
eighth grade were observed as they searched in an 
informational book for answers to six questions. 
For five questions, students could use a relatively 
simple locate strategy because the questions con- 
tained terms that were indexed in the book. The 
sixth question required students to generate a term 
that might be located in either the index or table of 
contents. Students also completed a survey assess- 
ing their awareness of the relative utility of text fea- 
tures for locating information. The survey asked 
students to list text features that they would use to 
locate an answer to a specific question and to rate 
the utility of 15 standard textbook features. Stu- 
dents also completed the Metacognitive Awareness 
Inventory, a questionnaire designed to measure reg- 
ulation and knowledge of cognition. The findings 
indicated that students were successful and fast at 
locating answers to the five questions containing 
indexed terms, but much less successful with a 
question that did not lead to an entry in the index. 
The strategies used to locate the information were 
rated on a scale comparing the students’ search to 
that of an ideal strategy; students were more strate- 
gic with indexed questions than with the non- 
indexed question. The two scales of the Metacogni- 
tive Awareness Inventory were correlated with 
search performance and strategy ratings and were 
predictive of search efficiency and strategy. (KB) 
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Hypothesizing that young students would exhibit 
fewer classroom behavior problems when engaged 
in activities linked to their strengths and interests, 
this study examined the use of Gardner's multiple 
intelligences to improve student behavior. Targeted 
were 20 students in prekindergarten, kindergarten, 
and first grade classrooms in two suburban Chicago 
schools. Misbehavior such as talking out, not keep- 
ing their hands to themselves, being off-task, not 
cooperating, and not participating was documented 
by means of classroom observations and anecdotal 
records. The intervention was comprised of 16 
classroom lessons using each of the 8 intelligences; 
lessons were implemented in October and Novem- 
ber of the school year. Visual aids were used to 
ensure that students understood the intelligences, 
and graphic organizers were used to engage stu- 
dents in the learning process. Anecdotal records, 
progress reports, and report cards were used to doc- 
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ument changes in student behavior. To assess the 
effects of the intervention, classroom observations 
were completed in September, October, and 
November, with comparisons made in the number 
of instances of talking out, not keeping hands to 
self, being off-task, not cooperating, and not partic- 
ipating. Each student's strongest intelligence was 
identified, and it was determined if the student was 
behaving properly during a lesson geared toward 
that particular intelligence. The results suggested 
that 77 percent of students showed an improvement 
in their behavior when working on activities geared 
toward their strongest intelligence. Behavior 
improved from September to November. (Twelve 
appendices include data collection forms and sam- 
ple materials.

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Identifiers—Authentic Assessment 
High school students’ lack of personal responsi- 
bility and academic ownership, negative or indiffer- 
ent attitude, and lack of initiative and general 
motivation are often of concern to teachers and par- 
ents. This action research project evaluated an 
intervention to increase high school students’ moti- 
vation, responsibility, and initiative. Students were 
enrolled in a freshman English or Spanish class and 
one art class comprised of students from all grade 
levels in a parochial high school located near Chi- 
cago. The needs of parents, students, and faculty 
with regard to the educational process were identi- 
fied by means of surveys; students’ needs were iden- 
tified as being distinct from those of the other two 
groups. The one-semester intervention used cooper- 
ative learning, authentic assessment, journal writ- 
ing, and portfolio development to meet students’ 
needs for belonging, power, freedom, and fun 
within the classroom environment. In order to 
assess the effects of the intervention, the initial sur- 
vey determining student needs provided baseline 
data. Observational checklists were completed 
throughout the study to assess progress in student 
participation and motivation. Self-assessments and 
portfolios were also used to assess student responsi- 
bility for learning and motivation. The needs survey 
was re-administered to identify needs not met by 
the intervention. The findings indicated a positive 
correlation between the teacher's intervention to 
meet student needs and the level of student motiva- 
tion.

This report describes the Latino workforce in 
Oregon, outlining employment, income, education, 
and unemployment data. A brief history of Hispan- 
ics in the state notes that most of Oregon's Hispan- 
ics are of Mexican origin and that the state's 
Hispanic population grew 66 percent between 1990 
and 1997. The history of migrant agricultural labor 
in Oregon is reviewed, and one chapter notes that 
increasing numbers of Hispanics are participating 
in politics, showing special interest in bilingual 
education, English-only legislation, immigration 
and welfare reform, and affirmative action. A chap- 
ter on general labor force issues reveals that Ore- 
gon's Hispanic labor force has more than doubled 
since 1990, unemployment rates and high school 
dropout rates are higher for Hispanics than any 
other group, and less than two percent of postsec- 
ondary degrees awarded in Oregon were earned by 
Hispanics. An examination of employment trends 
shows that Hispanics are rep d in all major 
occupational groups, with agriculture no longer 
their primary employer; many occupations common 
for them have lower skills and educational require- 
ments and lower pay; Hispanics are not well repre- 
sented in professional occupations; and Hispanic- 
owned firms have increased. A chapter on income 
and wages finds that Oregon Hispanics earn less 
than the state average, and documents the relation- 
ship between education and income. Hispanic con- 
tributions to the economy are noted, and barriers to 
employment are discussed in the last two chapters.

The role of the lowa Ambassador to Education is 
to be a liaison between the state department of edu- 
cation and primary and secondary schools. To pre- 
pare for the year of conversations across the state, 
the ambassador formulated three questions that she 
asked everywhere she went: 1) What is good about 
your school? 2) What would you change to improve 
the quality of learning? and 3) Does the school have 
a school improvement plan? This report presents 
the information and thoughts that resulted from 
grouping the answers into categories and converting 
them to usable data. Six categories emerged from 
the first two questions: organizational structure of 
schools, quality of education and instruction, 
resources for schools, governance of schools, 
school culture, and people and relationships. Each 
category is discussed, beginning with a graph 
depicting items most tioned in resp to the 
first two questions. Themes raised by the third ques- 
tion include why some respondents had only a 
vague knowledge of a plan, the process involved in 
creating plans, the results of planning, ownership of 
the plan, and criticisms of school improvement 
plans. A fourth question was posed to approxi- 
mately 30 administrators and teachers: How do we 
know when students learn? Eight vignettes scat- 
tered throughout the report provide insights into the 
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issues discussed. An appendix presents the ambas- 
sador's schedule.

This book draws on interviews with 47 former 
participants in one- and two-room schools, prima- 
rily in the northern part of Bucks County, Pennsyl- 
vania. Chapter | presents a history of the one-room, 
one-teacher rural school, discussing the school con- 
solidation trend, pupil transportation, and the three 
factors most instrumental in the one-room school’s 
demise: the assessment by educational experts that 
tural one-room schools were inferior to urban 
schools, the belief that greater economies could be 
gained by school consolidation, and the movement 
to modernize due to the urbanization of population. 
Chapter 2 consists of seven oral histories of small 
rural schools in Pennsylvania, covering the early 
20th century through World War II. The next two 
chapters draw from the interviews to gain insights 
on such subjects as the teacher and teaching meth- 
ods, the culture of the school, games played by the 
students, and dealing with diversity. The final chap- 
ter discusses the advantages and disadvantages of 
the one-room school experience, citing the main 
advantages as the family-like closeness of the 
teacher and students, individual instruction, learn- 
ing from older students, and the responsibility that 
came from helping each other. Disadvantages were 
the possibility of having a bad teacher for years, 
lack of socialization in large groups, lack of 
resources, and poor heating and plumbing. A dis- 
cussion of lessons learned covers school culture, 
multi-age grouping, standards, volunteerism, and 
teachers. Two appendices list persons interviewed 
and where they attended or taught school. (Contains

This report presents information on the status of 
Hispanic children in Texas, with special emphasis 
on the comparative status of Hispanic children in 
counties along the Texas-Mexico border. Informa- 
tion was gathered from a literature review, state 
agencies, the 1990 decennial U.S. census, focus 
groups, and interviews. A demographic overview 
shows that 26 percent of the Texas population in 
1992 was Hispanic, primarily Mexican American, 
and 80 percent of the population of the border coun- 
ties was Hispanic. Sections on poverty, employ- 
ment, education, and health reveal that, to a 
disproportionate degree, Hispanic children live in 
poverty, caused in part by the unemployment and 
underemployment of their parents; attain low levels 
of education, as did their parents; inhabit substan- 
dard housing; experience high rates of teen idle- 
ness, juvenile crime arrests, and high school 
dropout rates; and are underserved by health and 
social services. These problems are exacerbated in 
the border counties by political and geographic iso- 
lation.

This book for young people examines the history, 
purpose, and daily routine of government-operated 
boarding schools for American Indians and tells the 
personal stories, often in their own words, of sev- 
eral young students. Chapter | describes the jour- 
ney to Pennsylvania of the first Indian children to 
attend the Carlisle school in 1879. Chapter 2 gives a 
brief history of Indian childrearing and education 
customs and the loss of old ways after White con- 
quest. Chapter 3 describes Captain Pratt's philoso- 
phy of Indian education as one of relocation and 
acculturation, and how, under his supervision, the 
Carlisle school became the model for schools oper- 
ated by the Bureau of Indian Affairs. Chapter 4 
recounts how Indian students were forced to cut 
their hair, change their names, and dress like 
Whites. The ban on speaking their own language 
resulted in runaways, harsh punishment, homesick- 
ness, and even death. Chapter 5 tells how the 
Whites’ perception that Indians were inferior 
resulted in a vocational curriculum, with much hard 
work. Chapters 6 and 7 describe social life, extra- 
curricular activities, and the success of sports at 
Indian schools. Chapter 8 recounts how most stu- 
dents returned to their Native ways after boarding 
school, and how some became politically active and 
worked to improve Indian life. Chapter 9 tells how

changing attitudes in the 1930s about Native Amer- 
icans resulted in the closing of many boarding 
schools and the introduction of Indian history and 
culture into the curriculum.

A majority of adults in most Alaska Native vil- 
lages were without jobs in 1990, and the situation 
was probably not substantially better in 1998.

The essence of the politics of language is the 
choice of audience. This paper analyzes politics of 
language and choice of audience in the work of two 
liberatory educators, Myles Horton and Paulo 
Freire. Horton and Freire had much in common, 
each working to create educational processes to 
benefit the poor and each focusing on liberation for 
the systematically oppressed, Freire at first in Bra- 
zil, Horton in rural Appalachia. However, Myles 
Horton is little known among academics, while 
Freire is a virtual icon in the field of education. Four 
reasons for this relate to choice of language and 
audience. First, Horton saw his work as part of a 
collective project, typically using “we” rather than 
“I,” while Freire was willing to be a leader and 
expert. Second, Horton chose primarily to speak, 
rather than write, while Freire wrote many aca- 
demic books and articles. Third, Horton avoided 
involvement with the academic world, having 
learned that the language of the academy was inef- 
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fective in accomplishing the goals of Highlander 
Folk School in Appalachia, while Freire wrote and 
spoke often in academic language. Last, Horton 
defied and had contempt for governments, while 
Freire regularly worked with governmental institu- 
tions in several countries. Horton's success in creat- 
ing a school that functioned outside the control of 
government and the influence of academia was 
based in his unwavering conviction that collectiv- 
ism, localism, the lived experience of poor and 
working people, and the rejection of theory were the 
essence of truly progressive education. This 
approach to education could prove more fruitful 
than Freire's has been.

vices (IMLS), a federal grant-making agency joined 
forces with the Arnot Art Museum and Elmira Col- 
lege, both located in Elmira, New York, to coordi- 
nate a survey of museums in the United States for 
the purpose of collecting specific information about 
the full range of educational activities that muse- 
ums offer to the nation's schools. This document is a 
a highlight of the survey results. A random sample 
of 600 was drawn from the IMLS institutional data- 
base of 11,700. The results, collected over a 3-year 
period, created a baseline profile of the status of 
museum education and presented a strong picture of 
the educational programming museums provide 
schools. U.S. museums (of all types) are providing 
more K-12 educational programs than ever before. 
Museums spend $193 million annually on K-12 
programs; 70 percent of museums have at least one 
full-time paid staff who offers such programming. 
Collectively, U.S. museums provide nearly 4 mil- 
lion hours of educational programming. Museums 
report substantial use of school curriculum stan- 
dards in shaping educational programs for a variety 
of school subjects. Museums offer a wide range of 
learning activities, such as teacher triaging, staff, 
docent guided tours, and museum staff visits to 
school classrooms. Museums also provide resource 
kits, learning trunks, and traveling exhibits to 
schools. The commitment of museums to education 
programs for schools is growing. At least 70 percent 
of the institutions report an increase in the number 
of students, teachers, and schools served in the last 
five years.

characteristics of health education in secondary 
schools nationwide, using school-based surveys 
conducted by state and local education agencies.

Most states and 
cities required health education in grades 6-12, and 
most taught a separate health education course.

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This book examines the nature of teacher profes- 
sionalism, the continuing prufessional development 
of teachers, and the contexts in which this occurs. 
Using a range of international research and devel- 
opment work, the book discusses how personal and 
professional contexts promote and inhibit improve- 
ment in teaching. It examines the effects of school 
leadership and culture; the place of appraisal and 
personal development records in teacher and school 
development; inservice as intervention; reflective 
practice; partnerships between schools and univer- 
sities; and networks for improvement. Finally, the 
book highlights the complexities of becoming and 
remaining an effective teacher in changing circum- 
stances, arguing that without a focus on lifelong 
learning, teachers cannot provide the best learning 
opportunities for their students. There are 10 chap-

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This book presents data from Recruiting New 

Teachers, Inc.'s national study that focused on 

urban teacher induction programs and practices in 

the United States. The book's seven parts are as fol- 
lows: (1) “Introduction”; (2) “Induction's Recent 

History”; (3) “Major Findings of the Program Sur- 

vey and Site Visits”; (4) “State-Initiated Induction 

Programs”; (5) “Conclusions and Recommenda- 

tions”; (6) “References”; and (7) “Appendices.” The 

two appendices provide program profiles and a pro- 
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gram directory. The study demonstrates how large 
urban school districts (many dealing with issues of 
teacher shortage, inadequate training, and high 
turnover) are meeting the needs of teachers during 
their first 3 years in the classroom. The study exam- 
ined induction's critical role in developing and 
retaining teaching professionals. It involved a com- 
prehensive review of literature on the subject; sur- 
veys of school district personnel nationwide; site 
visits in 10 major cities; mail and telephone surveys 
of state education agencies; and a review of induc- 
tion-related state agency documents. Overall, 
results indicate that most urban school districts are 
providing various forms of support and assistance 
to inductees. As a result, fewer new hires were left 
to learn the ropes alone. However, over one-fourth 
of the programs were not serving all eligible induct- 
ees. Moreover, not enough is known about the real 
quality of induction experiences for those who are 
served. The data demonstrate the efficacy of induc- 
tion programs in helping to reduce new teacher 
turnover. The report lists six steps that school lead- 
ers, university teacher educators, state and federal 
policymakers, and foundations should take to meet 
the needs of novice teachers and retain them in the 
teaching profession. The Executive Summary pro- 
vides a 10-page overview of the study. _ (SM) 
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This study examined the impact of the Value 
Clarification Action Plan on the quality of values 
education for secondary school students. The study 
identified values to be modeled through teacher 
behavior, created an action plan for preservice 
teachers through the values clarification process, 
trained students in values personalization, helped 
teacher trainees in preparing lesson plans that inte- 
grated values, and identified the impact of value 
personalization on the quality of their teaching val- 
ues in the classroom. A group of 40 out of 100 
teacher trainees at one college in India participated. 
The study involved five phases: preparing the val- 
ues clarification action plan; planning for values 
personalization; training for the integrated 
approach to values education; post-treatment test- 
ing; and analysis of the data. Data analysis indi- 
cated that the guidance and motivation provided to 
teacher trainees to clarify values by identifying 
them, to prepare action-oriented strategies, and to 
practice values using the action plan and giving 
value-integrated lessons created significant positive 
changes in personalizing values. Their experiences 
developed in them the ability to see beyond words 
and images, to find the real depth and meaning in 
whatever happened in life. The personalization of 
values provided a strong base and foundation for 
effective values education and helped teacher train- 
ees have consistency in their teaching and practice.

Auburn University's Office of Minority Advance- 
ment, in conjunction with Auburn Junior High 
School, implemented a joint program to assist at- 
risk African-American male students while at 
Auburn Junior High School. Using the help of fac- 
ulty and trained college student mentors, the Suc- 
cess in Reading Program was designed to enhance 
successful matriculation of minorities into Auburn 
High School. Auburn University faculty members 
conducted monthly seminars that addressed such 
issues as social skills, study strategies, learning 
skills, and career counseling. Student mentors 
guided mentees through the program. A summer 
program offered expert instruction and emphasized 
age-appropriate sports instruction and skills devel- 
opment as well as instruction in alcohol/drug abuse 
prevention, nutrition, personal health, career oppor- 
tunities, and job responsibilities. Each mentee was 
tracked throughout the program. Evaluation 
involved survey questionnaires. Each mentee, men- 
tor, and guest speaker completed a survey question- 
naire during one seminar session and again, later, 
by mail. The evaluation examined the effectiveness 
of recruitment methods, mentoring workshops, and 
the mentoring process. Results indicated that the 
program was able to help retain at-risk African- 
American males in the public schools. The program 
made a positive impact on mentees’ lives. Mentors 
believed the program was planned and implemented 
in an organized way. Guest speakers also consid- 
ered the program effective. The surveys and a par- 
ticipant letter are appended. (SM) 
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The Bridging Cultures Project is a collaboration 
among several researchers and teachers (n=8) to 
design professional development activities on the 
topic of cross-cultural understanding. During the 
fall of 1996, participating teachers will be given a 
pre-assessment and post-assessment. The assess- 
ments are designed to give some information on 
how teachers construe cross-culture conflicts 
before and after they participate in the program's 
professional development activities. Teachers read 
and comment upon brief scenarios depicting a prob- 
lem situation that would likely be resolved differ- 
ently, depending on the person's culture-based 
value system. Then, teachers are asked to imagine 
how a typical parent from a specific ethnic group 
might resolve the problem. Teachers’ responses 
before and after the workshops will give insights 
into the effectiveness of the workshops and into the 
ways that attitudes, perceptions, and knowledge can 
be influenced. At the end of the pre-assessment ses- 
sion, teachers will complete a questionnaire that 
gives essential information about their education, 
teaching experience, and language background and 
the ethnic composition of their classrooms. This 
will be helpful in understanding the perspectives 
they bring to analyzing the scenarios on the pre- and 
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post-assessments. The appendixes contain the 
Bridging Cultures pre-assessment, post-assess- 
ment, and participant questionnaire. (SM)

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It is important to discuss sexuality with elemen- 
tary students. Elementary teachers can help chil- 
dren learn to share public space with people who are 
similar and different from themselves.

The mini- 
society of elementary classrooms becomes more 
inclusive when all members respectfully interact 
with diverse individuals and unfamiliar ideas.

This study followed Sternberg and Horvath's

Results indicated the appropriateness 
of the hypothetical model to treat experts’ knowl- 
edge as the prototype of teacher expertise. How- 
ever, significant differences existed between 
novice, beginning, and expert teachers’ knowledge, 
so some modifications (e.g., fuzzy nature, knowl- 
edge element features, weights of subdomains, and 
knowledge organization) were recommended. 
Expert teachers possessed more knowledge than 
beginning and novice teachers.

Submitting Documents to ERIC 


What Kinds of Documents to Send ERIC 


ERIC would like to be given the opportunity to examine virtually any 
document dealing with education or its aspects. The ERIC audience is so 
broad (encompassing teachers, administrators, supervisors, librarians, 
researchers, media specialists, counselors, and every other type of 
educator, as well as students and parents) that it must collect a wide 
variety of documentation in order to satisfy its users. Examples of the 
kinds of education-related materials collected are the following:

ERIC also accepts non-print materials (such as films, audiotapes, 
videotapes, CD-ROMs, databases, etc.), referring users to the original 
publishers/distributors for availability. _ However, if such material 
accompanies a printed text, ERIC may process the printed text, as well 
as referring the user to the publisher for the accompanying non-print 
components. 


A document does not have to be formally published to be entered into 
the ERIC database. In fact, ERIC seeks out the unpublished or “fugitive” 
material not usually available through conventional library channels. 





Selection Criteria Employed by ERIC 


e QUALITY OF CONTENT 

All documents received are evaluated by subject experts against the 
following kinds of quality criteria: contribution to knowledge, significance, 
relevance, newness, innovativeness, effectiveness of presentation, 
thoroughness of reporting, relation to current priorities, timeliness, 
authority of source, intended audience, and comprehensiveness. 


e LEGIBILITY AND REPRODUCIBILITY 

Documents may be composed, typewritten, xeroxed, or otherwise 
duplicated. They must be legible and easily readable. Letters should be 
clearly formed and with sufficient contrast to the paper background to 
permit filming. Colored inks and colored papers can create serious 
reproduction problems. Standard 8" x 11" size pages are preferred. 


Two copies are desired, if possible: one for processing into the system 
and eventual filming, the other for retention and possible use by the 
appropriate Clearinghouse while processing is going on. However, single 
copies are acceptable. 


e REPRODUCTION RELEASE 

For each document submitted, ERIC requires a formal signed 
Reproduction Release form indicating whether or not ERIC may 
reproduce the document. A copy of the release form appears as a 
separate page in each issue of ERIC’s abstract journal “Resources in 
Education” (RIE) and is also available via the ERIC Facility’s web site: 
http://ericfac.piccard.csc.com. Additional release forms may be 
copied as needed or can be obtained from the ERIC Facility or any ERIC 
Clearinghouse. Items for which releases are not granted, or other non- 
reproducible items, will be considered for announcement only if they are 
noteworthy education documents available from a clearly identified 
source, and only if this information accompanies the document in some 
form. 


Items that are accepted, and for which permission to reproduce has 
been granted, will be made available by the ERIC Document 
Reproduction Service (EDRS). 


Advantages of Having a Document in ERIC 
Contributors of documents to ERIC can benefit in the following ways: 


e ANNOUNCEMENT 

Documents accepted by ERIC are announced monthly to all 
organizations receiving the abstract journal Resources in Education 
(RIE). 


e PUBLICITY 

Organizations that wish to sell their own documents in original copies 
can have this availability (together with address and price information) 
announced to users in RIE, thus serving to publicize their product. After 
the document is sold out at the original source, it is then still available 
through EDRS, if permission to reproduce has been granted to ERIC. 
(Original copy prices, while the supply lasts, are generally less, and are 
therefore more attractive to users, than EDRS on-demand duplication 
prices). 


e DISSEMINATION 

Documents accepted by ERIC are reproduced on microfiche and 
distributed (at no cost to the contributor) to the nearly 1,000 current 
subscribers to the ERIC microfiche collection. 


e RETRIEVABILITY 

The bibliographic descriptions developed by ERIC are retrievable by 
the thousands of subscribers to the online database retrieval services 
(offered by commercial vendors such as DIALOG, OVID, and OCLC). In 
addition, there are thousands of locations offering computer searches of 
ERIC based on either compact disk (CD-ROM) systems (offered by 
DIALOG, SilverPlatter, EBSCO, and ERIC), local computer-based 
systems, or Intemet sites offering free access to ERIC. 


e ALWAYS “IN PRINT" 

The presence of a master microfiche at EDRS, from which copies can 
be made on an on-demand basis, means that ERIC documents are 
constantly available and never go “out of print.” Persons requesting 
copies from an original source can always be referred to ERIC. This 
archival function relieves the source of a distribution burden and solves 
the availability problem when the source's supply has been exhausted. 


In addition, submission of a document to ERIC reduces the overall 
likelihood of overlap, redundancy, and duplication of effort among users. 
It increases the probability that the results reported in the document will 
be available indefinitely and used in subsequent efforts. 


To encourage submission of documents to the system, ERIC offers to 
send contributors notice of document disposition, giving the ED 
identification number (for ordering purposes) of those documents 
selected for RIE. Additionally, ERIC will send a complimentary microfiche 
to each contributor when the document is announced in RIE. 


There are no fees to pay in submitting documents to ERIC, nor does 
ERIC pay any royalties for materials it accepts. Other than a statement 
conceming permission to reproduce, there are no forms to complete.

RIE is sold by GPO on subscription or as individual 
issues on-demand. Stock is retained for only approximately six months; issues older 
than that are generally not available from GPO. Orders from foreign sources cost 25% 
additional, as shown in the table below. 


NOTE: GPO discontinued its Semiannual Index to RIE with the volume for 
July-December 1994.

Center (ERIC) has been responsible, since 
its inception, for creating a bibliographic 
database covering the significant literature 
in the field of education. The document and 
book literature (announced monthly in 
Resources in Education (RIE)) has been 
covered since 1966. The journal article 
literature (announced monthly in Current 
Index to Journals in Education (CIJE)) has 
been covered since 1969. The database 
through 1999 contains 951,770 records 
(1.085 gigabytes) and has a growth rate of 
over 30,000 records (about 35 megabytes) 
annually. 


The ERIC database is available in electronic 
form to organizations for a wide variety of 
applications, including to vendors or others 
offering value-added online services or CD- 
ROM products. 


Under authorization from the U.S. 
Department of Education, the ERIC 
database is provided in electronic form by 
the ERIC Processing and Reference Facility. 
The entire backfile (1966 to present) is 
available, as well as regular updates on a 
monthly or quarterly basis, to keep the 
database current. These data are offered at 
unusually low cost to encourage the widest 
possible dissemination. 


The basic RIE and CIE bibliographic files 
are available in the well-known “DIALOG B” 
format, as ASCII files with the data fully 
fielded and each field tagged.
